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From the above table wa tray conclude that the 
operating rate of all the mills hao been ’ncreaoingj but the increase 
cf opeiating rate of tho private nnl.s has been more rapid than 
that of CTI mi Ho. Despite the objectively favorable environment 
of the CTI, tho private mills have ahown more active effort in 
reotoring productivity. 

With an operating rate of 94J* for spindles of 
private millo, 81% for CTI spindles* 82% for looms of private mills, 
and 71% for CTI looms* the productivity of all the millo hao almoat 
reached saturation point. Unless new machineo are ino tailed, or 
ne?r etimulating factors are present, neither the a tato-oporated nor 
the private mills can appreciably increase their production. 

The production of textile mills in Toingtao and 
Tientsin may be represented by the figures for the CTI plants in 
these two placoo.

III, - Cotton Control*) and the Textile Industry. 

The Cotton Control Coirmiusion has been established 
for 5 montho. What has it accomplished? How has it inflner.ee'; 
the textile industry? 

The Cotton Control Commission was created to en- 
force an overall control cf cctfc i, cotton yarn and cloth with a 
poliay cf collection ar.d c .ntrsl : j ea marketing, spinning and wo. virjg 
of raw cottar.. .he Commission has failed in all these aims, and 
because of political entanglement, its policies have changed fre- 
quently and irregularly. por instance, ut first the collection of 
cotton was entrusted to the China Textile Industry Development 
Incorporated, later, as a result cf their protest to the Joint- 
Office of Cotter H“rchant3 ir Shanghai , and fi nally in answer to 
their appeal, t:« cotton L-ercha~.tr, in Kupc.h were also included. 
Regarding the purchase of cot ^ ; . by jet' or. mills, the Comb, os ton 
originally ruled that mills w> th less than 5, OC3 spiridleo might 
thonibelveo undertake the purchase, y- 3 t, finally when the Commission 
could not furnish the cotton required, permits to purchase were 
iosuod to all mill: , The official pric<* of cotton, under the 
manipulation of the cctlon merchants, has been raised frequently, 
following tr.a market price* when the price was high and all mills

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were buoy purchasing, the Commission stopped buying, and when t:.r* 
price waa high in Shanghai, it dumped cotton. Stranger still, the 
Commission cold and bought cotton in Shanghai at the same time. 

All these show that the control has been a gross failure. 

In the past five months, only 500,000 tan of cotton 
have been collected by the China Textile Industry development Inc- 
orporated, the Joint Office of Cotton Merchants and the Commission 
itself. Thin la far below the original aim of 5,000,000 ton for 
thio year which was later cut down to 3,000,000 tan. A a a aontse- 
quonce of failure in the collection of cotton, the overall cotton 
oontrol plan came into a otate of bankruptcy, for without cotton, 
neither centralised spinning and weaving, nor control, is possible. 

To pacify thr textile mills the Commission occasionally allocated 
a small quantity of cotton to them in exchange for cotton yarn, on 
exacting terms* 

The “accompli uhnent8 u of the Cotton Control Com- 
mission in the post five months have indicated that the control of 
cotton, yarn and cloth and the policy of centralised collection and 
sale of cotton are not feasible. We do not regret the failure of 
the Costal osion for if the Commission were determined and competent, 
the failure would have been much more tragic and the loooeo of 
productive enterprises would have been much greater. Nevertheless, 
the 00 ft on textile induo try has been greatly harmed by the Contaio- 1 
uion because t

roiooa its monthly outlay from CN$30, 000, 000, 000 to CN$60, - 
70,000,000,000. An American adviser tilth a monthly salary of 
US#SJ,Q0O hao been engaged recently. All these expenses are borne 
bjr tho textile industry using up the fund for its improvement as 
rogulated by the Ministry of Economic Af fairs. Tho Commission h*-« 
had to make money by monopolising the trade in cotton goodo in order 
to oovor its expenses. Being a parasite, living on the textile 
industry, the Cotton Control Commission has dons nothing for the 
bottorment of the textile indostry in the paot five months, but only 
threatened, interfered and set up handicaps. The continuous exis- 
tence of thio organization can only be unfavourable to tho textile 
industry an well as to the government. 1)

It should he known how- 
ever, that there are only 2,000,000 spindles in Japan at present, 
as against China's 4,700,000 spindles. Whereas a part of the cot- 
ton used in China is native cotton, Japan hao to uoe American 
cotton entirely. And the labor coats in Japan are almost as high 
as in China, Thus, wi th a sound policy, and 'cutting the prices and 
profit to a reasonable level, our products might compete with those 
of Great Britain, USA, Japan or other countries. The quality of 
the goods should be ouch that they might appeal to foreign taste. 
Undei' these conditions the textile industry in China might find 
itself in a superior position in the world market.

THE CURRENCY REFORM OP AUGUST 19TH 


Afl tho currency reform 13 of paramount importance 
for tho well-being of the whole nation, all Chinese citizens and 
fri endo of thin country are naturally taOci ng an intense intereot 
in thio major utep of the Govo~nraent. The aim of thio Study iu 
to prooent in a clear summary <.;.e essential pointo of thio reform 
to-gcther with the various cemm^nto and auggeotiono made on the 
subject by Chinese economists und busi rpnnmen during the past few 
weeks. 

The Editor. 
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U'metary inflation had reached euch a critical 
condition in China at the beginning of August 1948 that the general 
index number of wholesale commodity prices in Shanghai marked an 
average weekly increaso of 18#, culminating in the thi rc week of 
the month at 8,007,000 times the price level of the first half of 
1937 that is to say, the purchasing pov/er of CN$1.0C was equi- 

valent to only 0,00000012 of that of one prewar Chinese dollar. 

It was evident that if thi a state of things were allowed to con- 
tinue, the effects on the whole national economy would aoon be 
catastrophic, { 

In vi ev; of the above, the Government authorities, 
after lengthy and careful deliberations among top-ranking official s, 
decided to reform the currency, by enforcing on the 20th of August. 
1948 under the name cf Financial and Economic Emergency Measures,*/ 
a new economic programme, the essential points of which ares 

a) Supereeding of the old P&pi by Gclc Yuan not<;a whose issuance 
will be limited to GY$2, 000, 000, 000, backed up by a lO0£ 
reserve* 

b) Obligatory surrender, before the 30th of September 1946, of 
all gold, Bilver and foreign currencies still in private

4 ) Readjustment of Government finance by increasing tax revenues 
and curtailing expenditure* and o trengtheni ng of control over 
commodity prices, salaries, foreign trade and banking

I. - Special Features of the Hew Currency. 

1, Gold Yuan Standard, maximum note 
isouo and reserve. 

Gold Yuan notes, in donomina ti ono of GY31.00, 
GY&5.00, GY#10, 00, GY$S0.00 and GY$100.00, have been iaoued to re- 
place the old CH notes at the rate of 1 to 3,000,000. 

The new currency is based on a Managed. Gold Stand- 
ard x though the Gold Yuan io decreed to have a legal content of 
0.22217 grammou of fine gold, the Central Bank issues only paper 
notes which are not convertible into gold.

3. Surrender of gold, silver and foreign 

currency notes held by the people. 

From August 20th 1946, the circulation or private 
transacting or holding of gold and silver bullion, silver coins or 
foreign currency notes is prohibited within the territories of 
China. Anyone holding the above must, before September 30th 1943, 
convert them to Gold Yuan notes at the Central Bank of Chi na or 
any of its appointed banks, according to the following rates: each 
Shi h Liang (31.25 grunices ) of gold . to be exchanged for GY$200.GC| 
each Shih Liang of silver for GY$3.00j each silver dollar for 
GY$2.00» US$1 for GY$4.0G| 1 Pound Sterling for GY$12.00| Hongkong 
$1.00 for GY$C>. 75 and 1 Rupee for GY$0.90. Holders ray also pur- 
chase U.S. Gold Loan Bonds with the above articles, or deposit 
them in the Central Bank and later use them for the payment of 
imports covered by import licences or for other purposes approved 
by the Ministry of Finance. 

Chinese economists point out that there exists a 
discrepancy between the legal content of gold in the Gold Yuan 
( 0. 22217 gramme of gold for GYfl.OO) and the rate for the conver- 
sion of gold into Gold Yuan notes (1 Shih Liang or 31.2b grammes 
for GY $200 . 00 ) , because according to the former gold content in th* 
new currency note, 1 Shih Liang of gold should be v/orth only 
GY$140.66. 

The explanation for this inconsistency is simple: 
the fixing of the legal content of gold in the new. currency note 
had to conform with the otandards accepted by the authorities of 
the International Monetary Fund. Thorefore, if the Gold Yuan dol- 
lar ia to be equal to a quarter U.S. dollar, its legal content of 
gold raus *. also be 1/4 of that of US$1. 00 (0.80867 gr . ) , i.e, 

0,22217 gr. But on the other hand, in order to induce the people 
_ to surrender their holdings of gold bullion, the Government had to 

( follow its black market price which had risen to around CN$60C , COO- 

GOO or GY$200 per Shih Liang* on the eve of the reform. It is clear 
that, had the Government fixed the official price of gold at 
GY$14C. 66 per Shih Liang or 3Ctf lower than the prevailing price, 
no private concern would have surrendered any gold bullion. 

The above i nconsi o tency may produce rather bad 
effects on the new currency both in this country and abroad. If 1 
Shih Liang (or 31.25 gr. ) of gold is valued at GY$2CO. DC by the 
Government, then GY$1.00 would be worth only 0.1562? gr, less than 
the legal content. Such u depreciation by nearly 30JS of the Gold 
Yuan brought about by the Government itself cannot but puzzle the 
common people as to the true value of the new currency note. Fur- 
thermore, US$1,00, being convertible into GY £4. 00, will be v:orth 
four times the latter* o value in gcltl (0.15625 gr.), i.e. only 
0.625 gr. Tills officially accepted depreciation of the U.S. dollar 
by nearly 3 0% in China might be viewed with discontent by the 
Treasury Department of fcho U.S. Government.

above -men ti aned level. The estimated income from direct Uuco also 
seems a bit exaggerated, unless the method of collection and 
collecting efficiency are vigorouoiy improved in the future. Finally 
the sale of aurplus suppliea und alien and puppet properties in but 
a temporary reaourcej and cannot be counted as a permanent item on 
the revenue list. 

In view of the urgent necessity of curtailing 
Government expenditure, exp er to ad via e that all Stute-oporated 
enterprises be rendered self-supporting, by raising prices charged 
and by removing all superfluouo perscnnel. In the past, it has 
been nearly a general custom that when State-operated enterprises 
make gains, they keep them for their ovm uoeoi but when they sustain 
looaes, immediate appeal will be made to the Government for subven- 
tion, The result has been that people in charge of the undertakings 
have become inefficient and extravagant. 

The case of public utilities deserves a opts 
attention# theae undertakings being of a lbcal nature, their ex- 
penses should be borne by their direct beneficiaries, that is, met 
by receipts from their sale of goods or services. If, nevertheless , 
the local government conaidere it advisable to lower the charges for 
public utilities connected wi th the people's livelihood, it should 
raioe subsidies from its local revenue and never ohift the burden 
over the whole nation by turning to the National Treaoury for help. 

It wao parti aularly absurd for the Government to subsidise in recent 
years the public utilitieo of aome municipal! tioo * for that ie 
tantamount to making the poor village folke all over the country 
pay for the comfort of a few rich muni cipali ti es w here the greatest 
portion of the national wealth has boon concentrated. 

However true are the above views some delay seems 
necessary for readjuoting the charges for State-operated enterprises. 
For at a time when tho Government intends to bring about market 
stability by pegging all commodity prices to the level of August 
19th 1948, it would be giving a bad example to start right now to 
raioe prices in its own enterprises. Nor would such a move be wel- 
comod by the salaried claases whose income haa been froron. 

It is regrettable that the Emergency Measures did 
V not touch upon the attitude of the Government towards local finance, • 

which certainly needo to be revised . One aingle instance may suf- 
fice to demonstrate the irrationality of its subsidising policy in 
the past: the municipal government of Shanghai which it» undisputably 
the wealthiest metropolis in the whole of China, has still in recent 
years depended on oubsidies from the National Treasury, to sake 
ends meet. 


With respect to the immense and expensive bureau- 
aracy, u more checking of its actual numbers as laid down in the 
Emergency Measures , is insuffi ci ent # the Government should go further 
and effect a general reduction of peroonnel. It is believed that 
a removal of 40# to 50# of the public servants would not lessen the 
efficiency of the administrative organs. On the contrary, a oys- 
tomatic reshuffle of personnel and urorkn might even improve the 
efficiency of the Govornment machinery, while an increase of salary

According to general obo ervati on , the people cannot 
be expected to purchase Government bonds of their own volition at 
the present moment. If the bonds are to be issued immediately, 
large ocale compulsory apporti onraen t among the rich claoa iu advo- 
cated, Such a conversion into Government bondo, of the greater 
part of the wealth of the millionaires and billionaires of the 
country, would- make them realise that they will be the first to 
suffer looaea from any possible depreciation of the [Gold Yuan; and 
they will take an intense interest in collaborating [with the Govern- 
ment authorities for maintaining the value of the currency. 

If even the receipts from compulsory sales of Geld 
Yuan bonds to the rich cannot balance the budget and prices tend to 
soar, then a critical phase is near at hand. At ouch a juncture, 
in order to avoid the uoual rush on goods, some propose that the 
Government should provide the people with a trustworthy instrument 
for maintaining the purchasing power of their savings i and that is 
where cornea again the long debuted “price index savings - scheme 
according to which any savings lodged with Government banks will be 
ropald according to the price index of [the date of withdrawal i.e. 
the Government will compensate the depositor for any; loss resulting 
from soaring of prices,

Considered individually, India was the greatest 
importer of both Chinese ravr and manufactured ailko, purohaoing 
163,851 kg. and 349,560 kg. respectively, while USA (145,398 kjg. \ , 
USSR (59,875 kg.) and Burma (53,683 kg.) ranked next for raw o'ilk 
and Hongkong for manuf ac tured silk (9$*067 kg.). Waste oilk war 
almoot exclusively destined for Europe, Belgium baring 276,429! kg. , 
Prance 172,569, Great Britain 134,808, Switzerland 102,268 andj 
Italy 66,345. Though the export of waste silk to Hongkong reached 
the high mark of 390,8 78 kg., meat of the ettrgoes arriving there 
wore further ohippod to either European or American countries.!
